Our plan is -co attempt to evaluate the clinical usefulness of L.S.D. 
in cur intensive treatnent ward in the Security Division of the Ontario 

Hospital, Penetanguichcne. This is a 33-bed unit which has been developing 
special uee.un.cues of value in the treatnent of mentally ill offenders and at 
present tne program involves over ICO hours a week of structured therapeutic 
accuracy. Several drugs have been used as adjuncts in attempting to increase 
-no aw-renssc os unconscious material. Sodium Amytal, Kethedrine ard Scopol- 
‘ — “ s r ~ -Ve - 2e - “ US3 seme time now - given in individual treatments 
un^-e. ps 7 c.n.^-r_c supervision. We feel that u«S.D* falls into the same categ- 
ory of potentially useful drugs and we would like to proceed vdth a trial of 
a nur . r . nr . os cwo treatments for my one patient of inj ectible doses ranging 
ss-on 50 to 500 micrograms. We think we can obtain in general some idea of 
its usefulness relative to the other drugs mentioned, and more specifically 
its relative usefulness with psychopaths and schizophrenics - the two diagnos- 
tic categories we are treating* Our techniques of supervision of the suicidal 
or honooidsl patient have become increasingly sophisticated, so that 24-hour 
protection for any length of time of the post-treatment patient who may be
